Fewer inmates being housed at GC jail

Cells inside the Grant County 
Detention Center are holding 
fewer and fewer inmates, which 
could cause a financial problem 
at the jail and the county. 

The inmate population on 
Aug. 21 was 214. 

At the beginning of the year, 
it was common to have about 
330 inmates daily. 

The jail’s capacity is 349, 


according to Jailer Terry 
Peeples. 

“Last summer, this jail was 
full,” he said. “We were having 
to ship inmates to other jails 
because we could not house 
them. We were over capacity. 
Then, the state came out with the 
early release program to save the 
state money by releasing inmates. 
Well, they are releasing so many 
inmates that they can’t keep the 
jails full. Grant County is low, 
but so is every jail in the state.”

While many jails across the 
state have reported numbers 
below their capacity to the 


Department of Corrections for 
the week of Aug. 22, the Grant 
County Detention Center has one 


of the highest number of vacant 
beds in its facility with 138. 

In Bullitt County, the jail has 
305 beds, but the inmate popula¬ 
tion is 75 below capacity. 

Likewise, in Hardin County, 
the main facility was holding 
118 less inmates than its 
382-capacity last week. 

Pike County, with a 342-bed 
facility, was 72 inmates under 
capacity.

GRANT COUNTY CAREER ADVANCEMENT CENTER 

OPEN FOR BUSINESS

If you renovate it, they will come. 

That’s the hope for the new 9,000 square-foot 
Grant County Career Advancement Center located 
at the old JMB Center at 2020 Taft Highway in 
Dry Ridge. 

The facility, which recently opened, will house 
education and employment services under one 
roof to improve existing services, beginning with 
GED completion through services designed to 
prepare more individuals to be college and career 
ready. 

Grant County Adult Education, Grant County 
One Stop Kentucky Career Center, future Gateway 
Community College classes and daycare provided 
through Williamstown Headstart highlight the 
features of the center. 

The building underwent major renovations in 
order to meet the needs of the project. 

The total project 
budget is estimated 
at $558,000 with 
capital expenditures 
making up 65 per¬ 
cent of the budget 
and programming 
and other associated 
costs accounting for 
35 percent. 

The project was 
initiated through a 
partnership between 
Gateway 
Community and 
Technical College, 
One Stop Northern 
Kentucky, Brighton 
Center and United 
Way of Greater 
Cincinnati. 

Grant County Adult Education recently moved 
into the building and classes were scheduled to 
begin Aug. 26. 

“It will no doubt increase the confidence of the 
students we work with,” said Amelia Cloud, pro¬ 
gram coordinator for Grant County Adult 
Education. “In addition, since we are in a modem, 
professional space, students will be willing to 
stick with the program until they achieve their 
goal. This beautiful new space will also motivate 
them to continue beyond obtaining their GED to 
earn additional certifications and credentials, 
especially after Gateway begins offering classes 
in Grant County.”

Williamstown schools keep same tax rate

The Williamstown Independent 
School Board recently voted to 
keep 2013-14 tax rates the same as 
last year. 

The tax rate for real and per¬ 
sonal property will once again be 
88.4 cents per $100 of assessed 
value. 

The tangible tax rate will also 
be 88.4 cents per $100 assessed 
value while the motor vehicle and 


utility tax rates will be 59.1 cents 
and 3 cents, respectively. 

The projected revenue from the 
real and personal property and 
tangible tax is $1,324,918. 

Last year, the district received 
$1,300,280.92. 

“I hate to tax people more,” 
said board member Connie 
Lawrence. “For years, I’ve under¬ 
stood this, but people are strapped. 
I understand both sides of the coin. 
Maybe, we need to do more about 
strapping ourselves. I don’t know.” 


HOW MUCH? 

•The projected revenue from the 
real and personal property and 
tangible tax is: $1,324,918 

The option was available to 
increase the tax rate by taking the 
compensating rate of 90.5 cents. 

“Personally, I would recom¬ 
mend going with the compensat¬ 
ing rate,” Leann Collins, budget 
director, said to the board before 


the vote. “What the state does on 
a compensating rate, they look at 
your property valuation and 
they’re trying to get you to the 
same amount of projected col¬ 
lections as you did the previous 
year. 

“Since we had $3 million less 
in property valuations this year, 
that’s why they are looking at the 
90.5 cents to get us about the 
same amount we had last year.

Linder

Grant County came away 
unscathed in the redistricting 
plan approved by the General 
Assembly in the recently ended 
special session. 

Residents in Grant County 
will continue to be represented 
by Rep. Brian Linder, R-Dry 
Ridge and Sen. Damon Thayer, 
R-Georgetown in the plan 
signed by Gov. Steve Beshear. 

However, the total area 
which the legislators will repre¬ 
sent has changed. 

In the 61st district, Linder 
will no longer be representing 
Owen and Gallatin counties. 

His constitu¬ 
ents will 
include all of 
Grant County, 
along with parts 
of Scott, Kenton 
and Boone 

counties. 

“The district 
changed from 
kind of a east- 
west district to 
a north-south 
district,” Linder 
said. “Grant 
County really 
is the anchor of 
the district. It’s 
the most popu¬ 
lated. This dis¬ 
trict will have 
10,000 people 
in Kenton 
County, 1,600 
in Boone and 8,000 in Scott 
County and then 24,000 in 
Grant County. This pretty much 
assures that the state represen¬ 
tative from the 61st district will 
probably be from Grant County 
over the next eight years. That’s 
the good news out of this.” 

In the 17th district, Thayer 
will also lose Owen County, 
along with four precincts in 
Kenton County. 

He will representing all of 
Scott and Grant County, as well 
as part of southern Kenton 
County. 

“I was very pleased with the 
Senate plan,” Thayer said.

Dishonesty, thievery never pay 


I can’t understand people who 
take things that don’t belong 
to them. 

I’m not talking about taking a 
pen from your local bank or a cou¬ 
ple of mints from a bowl by a cash 
register. 

I’m talking about genuine theft 
or taking something that you didn’t 
pay for and isn’t yours. I’m specifi¬ 
cally talking about putting 75 cents 
into a Grant County News coin- 
operated box and removing two, 
three or even 10 newspapers. 

Seventy-five cents may not 
seem like much but when you mul¬ 
tiply it by nearly 100 outlets times 
52 weeks in a year, then you’re ac¬ 
tually talking thousands of dollars. 

It may surprise some people to 
know that we calculate weekly our 
losses at our racks. We know which 
racks have a higher theft rate. 

We also hope the public will 
help be our “eyes and ears” and if 
they see someone taking newspa¬ 
pers they didn’t pay for that they’ll 
let us know. 

Such was the case a couple of 
weeks ago when we received a 
call about a red pickup truck that 
stops each Wednesday at one of 
our boxes. The female driver puts 
three quarters into the box and

removes an entire stack of news¬ 
papers, hops back into her car and 
drives away. 

This happened in front of me a 
few years back when our delivery 
driver was sick on a Wednesday. 
The News staff split up the deliv¬ 
ery route and went out delivering. 
(No one can say we are not a full-

service newspaper.) 

I filled one of our boxes and 
was sitting in my car counting the 
change to record it on a vendor 
sheet, when I noticed a man ap¬ 
proach the box. 

He fished around and came up 
with 50 cents. He dropped it into 
the newspaper box and removed 
five papers. 

I was out of the car and on him 
like a tick on a dog. 

The conversation went some¬ 
thing like this. 

Me: “What do you think you 


are doing?” 

Him: “I, uh, um, I, uh got my 
buddies some newspapers.” 

Me: “But you didn’t pay for the 
newspapers so that is called theft.” 

Him: “Do you want me to pay 
you for them?” 

Me: “(Duh), Yes, I want you to 
pay me for them.” 

Him: “When I was a little boy, I 
had a newspaper route.” 

Me: “I’m a big girl and I still 
have a newspaper route and just so 
you know, I’ll be watching you so 
think about that the next time you 
take more newspapers than you 
pay for.” 

I think at that point he was a 
little scared of me, so he made a 
mad dash through the parking lot, 
hopped into a Porsche (and no, I’m 
not making that up. He really was 
driving a Porsche) and drove off. 

While it was a funny encounter, 
the fact that he took something that 
he didn’t pay for wasn’t funny. It is 
theft and it’s wrong. 

You wouldn’t want me coming 
to your house and taking some¬ 
thing that didn’t belong to me and 
I feel the same way about what 
appears in the pages of the Grant 
County News.

Monday through Saturday. 
(12 Stat. 703) Free mail 
delivery to rural Americans 
began in 1896 out of three 
post offices in West Virgin¬ 
ia. From the start, city and 
rural letter carriers deliv¬ 
ered mail six days a week, 
usually Monday through 
Saturday. However, there 
are two towns where mail 
is delivered on Sunday and 
not Saturday. Only Colleg- 
edale, Tenn. and Angwin, 
Calif, have Sunday deliv¬ 
ery both home to large Sev-

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Crabgrass has 
a culinary histoiy 

S ummertime is the time when crabgrass 
rears its ugly head and begins to creep 
through our fescue lawns, sneak into 
our cultivated beds and, when we’re not 
looking, reseeds itself to ensure the continuation 
of the species. Does it sound daunting? Well, 
I wouldn’t look at it that way entirely; let’s just 
say it is a challenge to keep it under control. 

Since crabgrass is an annual grass it is all 
about seed. Pre-emergents like corn gluten in 
the early spring will certainly help but what 
many people neglect to do is reapply the 
control every six weeks. Pre-emergents prevent 
seed from germinating but the active ingredient 
only remains viable in the soil for about four to 
six weeks. And, if it is rainy season the 
efficacy is diminished further. 

A little elbow grease goes a long way, too. 
When you see a clump of the light green blades 
begin to creep through the fescue, pull it up. 
With all the moisture in the soil (for most of 
us) you will find it quite easy to “weed” small 
patches of crabgrass. Gingerly pull the creeping 
blades that have developed roots out of their 
entanglement with your fescue. Once you have 
loosened these you can better grip the main, 
center roots and pull it right out. Reseeding of 
bare areas after the crabgrass is removed can be 
done now. To deter seed to soil contact, maintain 
a higher mower height and 
if you fertilize your lawn 
only do so in the fall. 

You may be quite 
surprised at the history of 
crabgrass and how it was 
first introduced in the 
United States. Actually it 
came across the ocean with 
immigrants from Europe 
who had cultivated 


Crabgrass seed was 
used like millet.. .a common 
ingredient in porridges and 
breads. When its use in the 
kitchen declined due to the 
more efficient crops of corn and wheat (it took 
100,000 crabgrass seeds to make a pound) 
crabgrass was used as cattle fodder. As the 
native summer fodder browned out, the green 
crabgrass proved appealing to cattle. The 
sheep happily eat it and in droughty years we 
welcome its summer growth as the fescue goes 
dormant. 

Crabgrass declined in use as fodder by the 
turn of the century but the invasive grass had 
already planted its seed. In a relatively short 
period of time crabgrass has spread throughout 
the entire United States. Once we started to 
have manicured lawns crabgrass really went 
crazy. It was more noticeable, for one thing but 
more than anything else the fact that we were 
mowing our lawns short meant that the crabgrass 
seed could make contact with the soil at a much 
higher percentage (that’s one of the reasons 
why you should not mow shorter than two and 
a half inches). Yet another lesson in how human 
activity can change the environment of a 
continent! 

If you are thinking about doing some lawn 
renovation now is a good time to get it done. 
The ideal scenario is to get a good stand of 
grass (that has been mowed a time or two) 
established before winter sets in. Keep any 
seed moist until germination takes place; once 
the seedlings are set water every few days and 
forgo any fertilization until next season. Water 
will be key to establishing the grass so if 
Mother Nature does not deliver pull out the 
hoses.

A lot of hard work and dedication are 
paying off for Williams town High School 
sophomore Hannah Scroggins. 

After years spent on the golf course per¬ 
fecting her game, Scroggins capitalized on 
her opportunity to shine at the recent All 
‘A’ Classic Regional Championships, fin¬ 
ishing third overall to earn a trip to the state 
tournament scheduled for Sept. 7 at Wood- 
son Bend Resort in Burnside. 

Scroggins shot an 83 at the regional 
level to earn her spot at state. And while he 
was disappointed for his girls who did not 
make the cut, Williamstown coach Ed Bur¬ 
ton said there was nobody more deserving 
than Scroggins. 

“Hannah really earned her trip to state. 
She worked extremely hard for it,” he said.

Even as the schedule gets 
tougher, the Grant County Braves’ 
soccer team remains impressive. 

Playing the two toughest oppo¬ 
nents of the young season, Grant 
County remained undefeated with 
a win and a tie in last week’s ac¬ 
tion, leaving the Braves as one of 
only two unbeaten teams in Ken¬ 
tucky’s Region 8 at 3-0-1. 

The Braves are currently the 
top defensive team in the region 
allowing well under one goal per 
game, while ranking second of¬ 
fensively with an average of 3.6 
goals per contest. 

In the Braves’ most recent 
action, the team played to a 0-0 
tie with Covington Holy Cross, 
a team that Grant County Head 
Coach Garrett Griffith called 
“easily one of the best teams we 
will see all year.” 

Grant County had it’s chances 


against the visitors, including 
a near goal in the final minutes 
that took a great save by the Holy 
Cross goalie to stop. While not 
totally being satisfied with the tie, 
Griffith did find plenty of posi¬ 
tives in his team’s performance. 

“I would have liked to have 
had more shots on goal, but over¬ 
all, I thought we played great,” he 
said. “Defensively, it was the best 
we’ve played all year. We pres¬ 
sured the ball well. And while 
Holy Cross did have more shots 
on goal than us, they were not 
dangerous shots. We didn’t give 
them anything.” 

Earlier in the week, Grant 
County hit the road for it’s first 
away game, traveling nearly two 
hours to Maysville to face the St. 
Patrick Saints of the 10th Region. 
After scoring two goals early, 
Grant County allowed the host 
team to come back and tie the 
game with a late first-half goal 
and another mid-way through the 


second half. 

But much like it has all season, 
Grant County was strong down 
the stretch and scored two goals 
in the final 15 minutes to secure 
the victory. 

“It wasn’t our best game, espe¬ 
cially defensively,” said Griffith. 
“But it’s a long trip over and it’s 
not always easy to get the guys to 
adjust to just having to get off the 
bus, rush through warm ups, and 
start playing.” 

Breaking the trend set last 
week when junior Joel Hornsby 
led the Braves’ offensive attack 
with back-to-back hat tricks, 
Grant County got it’s offense 
elsewhere against the Saints in a 
4-2 win. Freshman Nathan Yae- 
ger led the way with two goals, 
while juniors Colin Cain and Bret 
Marinacci chipped in one each. 

Senior Robbie Nelson and 
freshmen Bo Cobb and Matthew 
Barnett all had assists for the 
Braves. 


Griffith said after the game that 
he was happy to have a variety of 
players able to put the ball in the 
net when given the opportunity. 
But the first goal by Yaeger is 
something he says all players can 
leam from. 

“It was a pure hustle play,” said 
the coach. “Nathan didn’t give up 
on the ball. He crashed the goal 
and the keeper didn’t come up to 
get the ball and Nathan was there 
to put it in. It was a great finish.” 

Grant County is back in action 
on the road at district-rival Simon 


Kenton, but will be back home to 
face Calvary Christian at 7 p.m. 
on Sept. 5. 

Griffith said he expects to leam 
a lot about his team in its match 
up with Simon Kenton, which 
beat the Braves out of the 32nd 
District Tournament a year ago. 

“Simon Kenton is always 
tough, especially defensively,” 
said Griffith. “They’re always a 
very strong team. Even when I 
played here in high school, it was 
always 1-0, 2-1 or something like 
that. They play great defense.”

Battling the intense summer

Adult Ed previously was 
housed in a cramped one-room 
building behind Grant County 
Middle School. 

“Listening to the staff, I 
heard in their voices, a new 
pride of place,” Cloud said. 
“It has already increased mo¬ 
rale.” 

Along with a classroom for 
future Gateway Community 
College classes, Adult Edu¬ 
cation now has two 24-desk 
classrooms, a computer testing 
lab and offices. 

“We will be able to of¬ 
fer more than one thing at a 
time; that is classes, orienta¬ 
tion, open study time, and 
tutoring,” Cloud said. “We 
also have a computer lab with 
eight computers, so people can 
come and work online at the 
Learning Center. In the future, 
our intention is to offer some 
evening hours.” 

The hours for Grant County 
Adult Education are 9 a.m. to 4 
p.m. Monday through Friday. 

For more information, call 
823-1341 or go to www.grant- 
ged.com. 

The Brighton Center in the 
One Stop Northern Kentucky, 
which opened in Grant County 
in 2011 in response to the sig¬ 
nificant community need, will 
provide integrated employ¬ 
ment, training and support ser¬ 
vices.

“It was non-partisan. We 
didn’t play any political 
games. We didn’t put any in¬ 
cumbents together. I had to 
leave Owen County because 
my district has grown so 
much that I had to shed about 
13,000 people. Ten thousand 
people live in Owen Coun¬ 
ty.” 

Linder was one of 17 
representatives who voted 
against the House redistrict¬ 
ing plan in its first vote. 

Eighteen legislators voted 
against the plan in the second 
vote after the Senate’s redis¬ 
tricting plan was added. 

Linder said it is still pos¬ 
sible the courts could throw 
out the House map. 

“If you look, the six top 
populated districts are all in 
northern Kentucky, includ¬ 
ing the 61st district,” he said. 
“There is a magic number 
that’s 43,000 (residents) and 
some change. The court has 
said you can be plus or minus 
5 percent over the magic num¬ 
ber. Not only did they slice 
up the 61st district to keep 
another district from coming 
into northern Kentucky, they 
squeezed as many Republi¬ 
cans into those six districts 
as possible. If you look at my 
district based on 2010 Census 
numbers, those five districts 
are all at 4.98 or 4.99 percent 
of the deviation.” 


After looking at popula¬ 
tion estimates from 2012 
Census data, Linder said his 
district has already grown 
to almost 6 percent over the 
magic 43,000 constituent 
number. 

“My concern is that over 
the next eight years before 
we do redistricting again 
these northern Kentucky dis¬ 
tricts are going to be way out 
of whack,” he said. “They’re 
going to be around the 50,000 
mark. Redistricting is based 
on an American principle 
of equal representation. If 
you’ve got a district that has 
a whole lot more constituents 
in it than another district, 
that’s not equal representa¬ 
tion. It dilutes their voice.” 

Thayer agrees that the 
House plan was more inter¬ 
ested in politics than equal 
representation. 

“I did vote for the (Senate) 
plan, but I did it under the ob¬ 
jection to the House plan,” he 
said. “I thought many of the 
decisions the House Demo¬ 
crats made were overtly par¬ 
tisan and just flat-out wrong. 
They divided Georgetown in 
three districts within a block 
of each other. They did that in 
six or seven places through¬ 
out the state where they kept 
high-growth, Republican 
areas and split them up into 
multiple districts. I think the 
plan was overtly partisan and 
I hope they pay a price for it 


in the election next year.” 

The best solution would 
have been to come up with 
a forward thinking plan, said 
Linder. 

His plan would have been 
to put fast-growing districts 
under the 43,000-citizen 
mark so they grow into the 
number while putting more 
people in districts that have 
seen a population decrease. 

“That would be smart to 
do, but often time in Frank¬ 
fort, commonsense is checked 
at the door and we let politics 
get in the way,” Linder said. 

Unlike other counties and 
cities across the state, Thayer 
said Grant County residents 
were fortunate that they were 
not divided up into multiple 
districts in the House plan. 

In the end, Thayer said 
Grant County is in a strong 
position with its legislative 
leaders. 

“Rep. Linder is a rising 
star in the Republican party,” 
Thayer said. “He’s extremely 
well thought of in the Capi¬ 
tol. He’s earned a great deal 
of respect in a short time. I 
hope Grant County is pleased 
that I’ll continue to represent 
them in Frankfort. I’m the 
Majority Floor Leader now 
and I think that’s a really 
good thing for Grant County. 
I don’t know if Grant County 
has ever been represented by 
a member of leadership in the 
Senate or the House.”

The main drop is in the number of state 
inmates, which the county receives $31.34 daily 
per inmate for housing. The jail currently has 
about 160 state inmates, said Peeples, who added 
changes already have been made to help reduced 
expenses. 

“Judge (Darrell) Link and I have met on this 
on several occasions,” Peeples said. “We are 
working closely together because it is going to 
have an impact on the revenue side of the budget. 
We are consolidating our facility. Class D and X 
block are now housed in the main part of the 
facility and those two areas have been shut down. 
We’re not running the air conditioning units (in 
the closed area) to cut our expenses. It does 
require less staffing and that is why the Grant 
County Detention Center is currently on a hiring 
freeze. We have not laid anybody off. I don’t 
know if that is a possibility in the future.” 

The X Block unit has a capacity of 60 inmates 
while the Class D area holds 70. However, 
Peeples said the population in those areas has 
been drastically reduced, especially in Class D 
inmates who work and clean throughout the 
county during the day. 

“It has a dramatic effect on the Class D pro¬ 
gram,” Peeples said. “We normally run 70 Class 
D inmates. I think we’re down to 40. So, 40 
inmates are trying to do the job that we did with 
70. So far, we have still been able to send the 
inmates out to the courthouse, the dog pound, Dry 
Ridge, Williamstown, the historical society and 
we’re running three road crews cleaning up the 
county and state (roads.) But, it’s getting more 
difficult and challenging daily.” 

Peeples said that he and his staff are in com¬ 
munication daily with the Department of 
Corrections to try to get more inmates house in 
Grant County. He also said he had contacted other 
jails around the state and even in other states ask¬ 
ing if they can send inmates to Grant County 
because of overcrowding in their jails. 

Peeples said he is also working with County 
Attorney Joe Taylor and the Department of Justice 
to bring back federal inmates to the jail. 

“If the numbers stay the way they are, the jail 
is going to go back to costing the county more 
money,” Peeples said. “I don’t think we’ll ever 
get to the point where we’ll cost the county so 
much money that it’s cheaper to close the jail and 
house inmates somewhere else. I’ve been fortu¬ 
nate since I’ve been the jailer that I’ve kept the 
population up around 350. So, it has cost a very 
minimal amount for us to operate the facility. It’s 
not going to be that way this year.”

When you look at the projected on the 
compensating rate, it looks like almost 
what it was projected last year. However, 
last year we received $50,000 less than 
what was projected by the state based on 
property valuation. If we would take that 
again this year, based on the 88.4 cents, if 
we took another hit like that, we’re look¬ 
ing at $25,000 less than what we actually 
received last year,” Collins said. 

Superintendent Sally Skinner said she 
felt good that Williamstown did not need 
to look at taking the compensating rate 
plus 4 percent like many districts across 
the state. 

“I know nobody here wants to go that 
route,” she said. “And, I feel good that 


we can sustain ourselves. That compen¬ 
sating rate is a little insurance though.” 

Vice chair Donna Cheesman said she 
never likes to raise taxes, but she was 
concerned about being backed into a 
comer if the district did not receive the 
projected amount from the taxes. 

“We have a top-notch school system 
here,” said board member Roy Osborne. 
“I would never want to sacrifice the kids’ 
education for money. But, I think we 
need to show that we’re making an effort 
to tiy to tighten our belts, too. I feel com¬ 
fortable that we’re going to be OK.” 

Board chair Chris Lawrence said he 
voted against keeping the tax rate the 
same after researching numbers and talk¬ 
ing to Collins and Skinner. 

Lawrence, who favored taking the 


compensating tax rate, said schools do 
not have many sources to generate 
income and their funding is cut. 

Looking back, Lawrence said he 
could not find where the district has not 
taken at least the compensating rate in 
many years, if ever. 

While he does not want property 
owners to suffer financially, Lawrence 
said the district is fiscally responsible. 

“Even though my vote did not matter 
in this case, I voted against holding the 
taxes because that is what I personally 
felt needed to happen based on the data 
and conversations that I had with those 
who work with our budget every day,” 
Lawrence said. “Those are the same 
people who are doing more with less at 
our school every single day.”
